Mr. Walfingham has fallen upon bim with fo much 
Wit and Humour, in that inimitable Produétion, of which 
We gave an Extratt in our laft Bex, that he cannot find 
in bis Heart to be angry with him: Mr. D’Anvers adds, 
that having been lately lo Severely chaftifed for mentioning 
the Words Grief and Aftonifhment, he [hall take great Care 
how be makes Ufe of thofe Words for the Future. 

I will not (fays he) prefume to expre(s either my Grif 
or Affonifbment, at the late Difmiffion of a NosreE ‘ihe 
from his Poft of Colonel of Horfe ; but I hope, Mr. Walfings 
ham will allow me to fay, that I am 2 little concerned, that 
his Lordfhip fhould have done, or not done, thought, or. 
not thought, fomething or other, that harh brought his Pa- 
tron’s Diflpleafure upon Him. 

I cannot, indeed, be affonifbed at this Event, fince the 
fame Thing happened to this noble Lord before, in the /ate

My only Concern is for the Perfonsin the Adminiftra- 
tion, whom, I aprrehend, this Event may affe&; tho’, in 
the Heat and Vigour of the Aion, They might not be 
fenfible of the Danger. As This is a loyal and an honeft 
Concern, 1 will give it Vent, and exprefs my Fears.

AC M WOWG Graw fome untoward Confequences after if, 
nich, fam ture, Mr. t7s/fingham will never admit. For 
this 
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this Reafon, I fay, We muft afcribe rhis Event to Motives 
of a diferent Nature; and, perhans, fome Difcoveries 
may have been lacely made of rhe noble Lord's Want of 
Co urage, or Conduct in military Affairs. Indeed, the 
Whig- Writer ‘s have formerly thought hr to make honoura- 
ble Mention of his Behaviour in Flanders, during the late 
Wars; and, I never heard, that his Regiment hath fince

More Remarkable Claufes in the late Bill, for laying an 
Excife upon Tobacco, 


i R. Fog in his laft Fournal gives us fome other Parts of 

the late Famous Bill, for laying an Excife upon To- 
bacco. He tells his Readers, that, fince he has not Room to 
infert the whole Bill in bis Paper, he fhall omit the Claufe 
which fecured Three Farthings in the Pound to the KiNG, 
during his Life, and upon which no Drawback was to be al- 
lowed, even upon Exporcation. Mr. Fog begs Leave, however, 
to recommend this Claufe in a Particular Manner to Mr- 
Osborne's Confideration. becaufe that Gentleman was pleafed 
fooften to affirm, that the King was to be no Gainer by the 
Scheme. 

Mr. Fog declares, he hall alfo omit that Claufe, which 
laid a Penalty upon all Dealers, who fhould not enter at the 
Excile-Office, every Wareboufe, Room, Shop, Vault, Cellar, or 
a Place made Ufe of for keeping, or manufatturing To- 

acca.

Upon the moft impartial View (fays Mr. Osborne) J am 
capable of raking , 1 am induced to-think, that Publick Vir- 
tue and Patrioti/m, Love of Country, and Liberty are on the 
Side of the Minif?ry. 

The Gentlemen in the Miniftry appear by their Actions, 
to have thefe rwo Maxims conftantly hefore their Eyes, and 
deeply engraven on their Hearts, Keep Peace Abroad, and 
Preferve the Conftitution at Home. ‘Thele are two of the 
mott glorious Maxims that an Enclifoman can entertain. 
Peace is the Life of a Trading Natien, and Peace they have 
prelerved, when other Men, lefs. wife and more botd, lefs 
coal, and more impatient, might have involved.us in another 
Ten Years War, at the Expence of our Blood and. Treas 
fure.. Is it pouible thar we fhould fo foon forget. the. infis 
nile Pains they rook, the Infults they fuffered, the Courle 
oi troublefome Negotiations they went thro’,, and the Ey. 
baralfnents they broke, to ceme at {o.debreable an End.as 
the Prefervation of our Trade, and the Eacreafe of our 
Wealth? This was National Virtue; This was that Amor. 
Patria, or Love of Ceuntry, for which they-oughe to be held 
lathe higheft Efteem by all true Patriots. 

¢ other Maxim of carefully preferesng the Conftitution, 
they have facredly obferved. Our Liberties.and Properties 
“teas ‘ecure as Laws can make rheth;.and thofe Laws, are 
lnviolably adhered to, and made the ftanding unalterable 
Mea/ure of the King’s Government and the People’s Obedi- 
eace. The Legal Government of England hath not in one 

nee been broke thro’, nor hath one A& of Power been 
sx€rciled againft any Party of Men, or againft any fingle 


lan, Equity and Moderation haye been the conftant a" 
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of their Actions; and Lenity and Forbearance the Virtues 
practifed towards the Enemies of the Government, and 
their own Enemies. I cannot remember one Objection to 
the Truth of what is here aflerted, concerning the publick 
Virtue and real Patrioti{m of the Miniftry, in preterving 
Peace Abroad, and the Conftitution at Home: They have 
made no Attempts to weaken the Foundation of our Liber- 
ties ; they have nor taken away one Branch of them; nor 
have the Publick A@s of their Adminiftration the leaf? Ten- 
dency towards any Thing but the Good of the Community. 

Bur, fay the Gentlemen in the Oppcfition, tho” the Mini- 
ftry have not aétwally broke into the Conttirution, nor direlly 
invaded our Liberties ; yet they are preparing all things for 
yeas faft as they are able: Have nor Standing Armies, Places 
and Penfions, Bribery and Corruption &c.

Places and Penfi- 
ons will always be difpofed of, by the Kings of England, 
to thofe whom they /ike beff, or can ferve them moft: And 
Bribery and Corruption have always been, and ever will be 
in al! Countries, where rhere is Wealth on one Side, and 
Nece(fities on Vother ; no Laws fignify any thing againft Cor 
ruption, we muft preferve ourfelves againft that Vice; ‘s 
In our own Power not to be corrupred ; no Body can corrupt 
us by Force; Frugality and Induftry will make us Proof 
gainft all the Powers upon Earth ; and. nothing elfe will be 
found able ro preferve us. 

Bur how ridiculous is this Complaint of an Army, Places, 
and Corruption! 1 will arpeal to the Confcience of every 
Man of Senfe, who is a Friend to the Gentlemen of Power, 
whether if they were in Power, we fhould not have as large 
an Army, as many Places and Penfions, and as much Bribery 
and Corruption? Things, therefore, which we {hall never 
be without, we mutt learn to Submit to, 
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Fstrat from the Free Brrron. 
Falfe Patriotifm. 


T is Mater of Ridicule (fays Mr. Walfingham) when we 
fee Parriotiim become a common Name for all Sorts of 
Men embarked in Oppofition to the Government.

cuted or Condemned, either for Contumacy or Peremptort) ; 
the Whole to the Month of une of laff Year 1732. Our 
Fntention is not, that thofe who have commitred new Crimes 
fince that time, fhall receive the Benefit of this Pardon. 

Tl. Our. Conde/cenfion inducing us #0 be favourable to phe Re- 

prefentation of the People of Corfica, we will freely and ge- 

merou/ly forgive them the great Expences we bave been at 
in eftablifhing Tranquillity in the Kingdom, and fecuring 
publickh Happine{s; to the End, that for the Future, they 
may never be molefted on that Account, at any Time, or on 
any Occajfien, citber in General or in Particular ; and to 
blot out even the Remembrance of the paft Troubles, we for- 
bid a8 Perfons whatever, under fuch Penalties as we foal 
phink fit so impia, to injure phe [aid People either by Words 

or 
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er any other manner, by reproaching them as Rebelsgor in- 
fulting them with Words of the like import. 

ll. We have at all times given Proofs of our great Affebtion 
for the Corficans, by even turning their Prejudice to their 
particular Advantage, and making it the Means for the Pre- 
fervation and Defence of the Kingdom, and being always de- 
firous to give new and generous Proofs of it, we freely fore 
give the faid People in general, and all the Cities, Commu- 
nities and Towns of that Iland, in parti-ular all the Ar- 
years of Debts which are owing to our Exchequer, either

VIE. This Order of Nobility fhall enjoy, where the Governor 
of the Ifand refides, the Diftin&tion of an Anti-Chamber, 
into which none but Noblemen fhall be admitted, or fuch 
as fhall be in the Number of Fudges, the Magiftrates of 
the Kingdoms, or of the Military Officers to the Rawk of an 
Enfign inclufive. 

VIII. Onr principal Care being’ to have Religion, Chriftian 
Piety, and decent Behaviour, more and more obferved in 
the Kingdom of Corlica, to which the Example of Chureh- 
men greatly contributes, to encourage them to make’ a Pro- 
grefs in the Sciences, and to follow Ecelefiaftical Difcipline, 
we declare, that when the Ecclefiafticks of Corfica ftand 
Candidates for any Bifhoprick, of that Ifand, provided they 
have not deferved our particular difregard, We will not 
raife any Obftacle to their EleBion, revoking, to that End, 
any Decree which we have made to the contrary.

XIII. As producing a greater Quantity of Silk will be of great

and rvequifite Plantations for their Support ; and to encoue 
yage their Induftry, we exempt them for 25 Years from the 
Payment of any Tax whatever, on Silks produced in the

In all Places where they [hall be a Governor, or Mazi- 
Strates, or Fudges, there flail be alfo a Counfeller who fhall 
protect the poor Prifoners, his Office fhall be to forward 
Suits, by fending their Petitions to us, or to the Magiftrate of 
Corfica. The Nobility fhall alfo affift in expediting the

XVI. The twelve Noblemen on this fide the Mountains, and the 
Six on the other fide, fhall each of them in their ref{pective

The Excellence of the Maxims in the Chinele Government 
is fbown from fo many fine Inftances in the Treatife above. 
mentioned, that fince the Publication of it, We have Reafons 
to believe, People are much more curious and inquifitive, than 
they were before, to know fuch Tranfattions as have happened 
in China. That we may, in fome Meafure, fatisfy this Cu- 
riofity, we fhall lay before our Readers, an Extract of a 
Letter from Canton in China. 


An Extract of a Letter from Canron in CuHIna. 


SIR, 
AS you was pleafed to exprefs fome Satisfactation, upon 

reading the feveral Pieces I had the Houour to fend 
you, concerning the Government of China, which were fo 
many Extracts out of the Publick Gazette of this Empire; 
I believe a brief Account of the In{tirution and Contents 
of thele Gazettes may nor be unacceptable to you. To 
give you a general Idea of them, I need only fay, that they 
are jult the Reverfe of our European News-Papers, which 
are a Medley of Truth and Falfhood, blended together 
without any Diftinction, and often containing more of the 
Latter than the Former ; whereas, thefe are fo ftrictly tied 
dohe to Truth and Fai, that ro deviare from them is 3 
capiral Crime. ‘We had a late Inftance of rwo Writers, one, 
. an Officer in one of the Sovereign's Tribunals, and the other, 
a Clerk in the Poft-Office, who were fentenced to die for 
having inferred fome Circumftances in the Gazerre, whieh, 
upon Examination, appeared to be Falfe, Thete Gazettes, 
which are publifhed Daily, and aré properly a Sort of 
Pamphlets, confifting of fixty or feventy Paces, are never 
printed ‘till they are prefented to the Emperor, and they 
often contain Pieces of his own Compofition. . By this Time, 
1 believe, | have ftirred up your Curiofiry to know the ge- 
neral Contents of thefe important Pamphiers ; 1 {hall give 
you Immediate Satisfaction. They are, in fhorr, a Collec- 
tion of almoft all the Publick Affairs, which are rranfacted 
in this vatt Empire. They contain afl the Meme 
yials and Petitions prefented to the Emperor, with his Re- 
Jolutions upon, and Anfwers to them ; the Emperor's Inftruc- 
tions to the Mandarins throughout the whole Empire ; whe- 
ther proceeding from Motives of his own, or in Anfwer [0 
Remonfirances made to him; and an Account of all bis 
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Favours difpenfed as well to them as the People ; the Con™ 
fultations and Opinions of the feveral Sovereign Tribunals, 
as they are laid before the Emperor for his Confirmation ; 
and an Infinity of other Matters of the like Nature. Bur, 
to give you a clearer Idea of thefe Things, I have fent you 
feveral Extracts our of thele Gazettes. 

N.B. Thefe Extracts being moft of them very Curious, we 
fall, from Time to Time, communicate them to our Readers, 
and begin now with an Account taken from one of thefe Ga- 
zertes, of the Publick Spirit, with which a Chinefe Mandarin 
aceufed one of the Emperor's chief Favourites, a Prince of the 
Blood, and his Prime Minifter, of feveral Malverfations, and 
Oppreffions of the Subje&. 

In the third Year of rhe Reign of the prefent Emperor, 
a great Lord, who was Generaliffimo of the Army, and 
had done the Empire confiderable Services in the laft War, 
which the Chinefe had with the Prince of Tartary, being puffed 
up with Pride, and forgetting his Duty to his Sovereign, 
had abufed the Authority confided in him by the Empe- 
tor, formed Cabals to excite a Rebellion, and committed 
the moft atrocious Crimes, in order to enrich himfelf. 
He was impeached, and the Malverfarions laid to his 
Charge, were found Capital. The Emperor, however, 
in Confideration of his Merit and Dignity, was pleafed, 
before he confirmed his Sentence, to. command all rhe chief 
Mandarins, as well of the Court, as of the Provinces, to 
fend him theie Opinions. The Tfong-ton (a Name given to 
thofe who have the Superintendency of two Provinces) of Nan- 
king, who is Superintendent of Kiang-nan, and Kian-fi, fent 
his Opinion among others, and at the Conclufion of his 
Memorial, added thefe Words: Nian-keng-yao (this was the 
Name of the impeached Generaliffimo) 7s condemned to die, 
and the Sentence pronounced azainft him is juft ; but the Crimes 
of Long-coto, who has turned his Back upon Reafon (an Ex-

of the Blackett Crimes) and has violated the moft facred 
Laws of the State, are left unpunifhed.

What immnenfe Sums has he not converted to his own 
Ufe, of the Dury upon Salt?

mitted them privately. He may prerend Ignorance of 
them ; but will any Man believe him? and fuppofing 
his Servants had dared to commit fuch Exceffes, 


‘without their Mafter’s Connivance, is he the lefs 


blameable? Ought he not to have had a ftricter Eye 
over them ? Such Excufes might rake Place in Matters 
of {mall Importance ; but here the Queftion is for above 
ten Millions. Can we then believe, that Long-coto is 
[Innocent ? Is ic to be prefumed his Servants durit have 
pillaged {uch immenfe Sums ? Or would the Dealers in 
Salt have been fo blind to their own Intereft, ro have 
put {uch Sums into the Hands of Servants, if they had 
not been affured it was for the Ule of their Mafter ? 
Alafs! if an inferior Officer take but a fmal] Sum, un- 
jutly, his Superiors foon deprive him of his Office, and 
bring him to his Trial : Fourtcore Ounces of Silver make 
him liable to be punifhed with Death: And fhall Long- 
coto be winked ar, ro do what he lifts? He, who is @ 
Mandarin ot the firft Order, ought, by his irreproach- 
able Conduct, to be an Example of Juftice to all the Of- 
hcers of the Empire. Becaufe he is of the Imperial Fa- 
mily, fhall he offend the Tien? (this Word fignifies either 
the material Heavens, or the Supream Being: Shall 
he turn his Back upon Reafon, violate the Laws, and 
abufe your Majefty’s Goodnefs? Shall he indulge his 
Avarice at the Expence of the Publick? Shall he gorge 
himfelf with the Blood of the People? And fhall fuch 
a Chain of Crimes go unpunifhed? Your Majefty may, 
indeed, fay, I forgive him; but will the Laws forgive 
him? Thefe facred Laws prompt me to {peak and write. 
As ignorant as I am, I conceived it my Duty ro lay open 
my Thoughts to your Majefty, without Fear, or Con- 
ftraint. In my firft Memorial, I gave my Opinion con- 
cerning the Crimes committed by Nien.keng-yao, end I 
laid hold of that Opportunity to accufe Long-coto. 

: Your Majefty ccmmanded me, to {peak without Re- 
erve, and I have obeyed, with a profound Refpect.” 
The Emperor, uron the Receipt of this fecond Memo- 


nal, gave no Signs of Difpleafure, nor did he endeavour 
t0 fcreen the Accufed: He thewed it. to the whole Court, 
and only faid, Tchabina (which is the Name of the Accufer) 
is deceived in making a Parallel of the Failings of Long-coto, 
with the Crimes of Nien-keng-yao; there is a great Diffe- 
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sence between the Conduct of thefe two Officers. He 
did not, however, pardon Long-coto, he dsvefied him of all 
bis Employs, degraded him of his Titles of Honour, banifhed 
bim from Court, and fent him to expiate his Crimes, to a 
Place in Tartary, which he had commanded to be cultivated 
for the Benefit of the Publick, He ordered him to prefide over 
shis Work, and to be at the Expence of it. Long-coto, added 
he, Aas fine Talents, be may yet be of Service to the Empire, 
Let him depart; let him be affiduous in bis Employ, and zea- 
hous in the Execution of our Commands. This may be a Means 
to blor out bis former Failings. 
He remained above a Year in this Exile, bur, about two 
Months fince, I learned, by the Gazette, that, by the Em- 
erors Commands, he was recalled, ard brought to a 
formal Trial, before the Sovereign Tribunal in Criminal 
Caules, fome of his Crimes of the blacke/? Nature having 
been but lately difcovered. The Sovereign Tribunal has 
already condemned him to lofe his Head. His Sentence 
has been prefenred to the Emperor, for his Confirmation, 
and, in all Appearance, it will only be commuted into 
Strangling, inftead of Bebeading.
